 WHEREAS, Cablevision of Wappingers Falls, Inc. (“Franchisee”) owns, 

operates and maintains a cable television system (the “System”) in the Town of Kent, New York 

pursuant to a cable television franchise (“Franchise”) granted by the governing body of the Town 

of Kent e  and Franchisee is the current duly authorized holder of the Franchise; and 

           WHEREAS, pursuant to an Agreement and Plan of Merger (“Agreement”), 

Neptune Merger Sub Corp., a Delaware corporation and a subsidiary of Altice N.V. 

(“Acquiror”), will merge with Cablevision Systems Corporation (“Cablevision”) (which owns 

100% of the ownership interests in Franchisee), and, as a result, the indirect control of 

Franchisee will change (the “Change of Control”); and 

 WHEREAS, Franchisee and Acquiror have requested the consent of the Town of 

Kent to the Change of Control in accordance with the requirements of the Franchise and have 

filed an FCC Form 394 with the Town of Kent (the “Application”); and  

 WHEREAS, the Town of Kent has reviewed the Application, followed all 

required procedures in order to consider and act upon the Application, considered the comments 

of all interested parties, and concluded that Acquiror has the legal, financial and technical 

qualifications of Acquiror to indirectly control Franchisee, 

 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: 
SECTION 1.  The Town of Kent hereby accepts the Application and consents to the Change of 

Control, all in accordance with the terms of the Franchise and applicable law. 

SECTION 2.  Subject to compliance with the terms of this Resolution, any action necessary 

with respect to the Change of Control has been duly and validly taken. 

SECTION 3.  This Resolution shall be deemed effective as of the date of its passage. 

This Resolution shall have the force of a continuing agreement with Franchisee and Acquiror, 

and Town of Kent shall not amend or otherwise alter this Resolution without the consent of the 

Franchisee

 WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Kent has received a request dated 
February 18, 2016 from the Town Highway Superintendent, Richard T. Othmer, Jr., to 
purchase two new 2016 Dodge Crew Cab Trucks and one new 2016 Dodge 3500 Pick Up 
Plow Truck (the “Trucks”), a copy of which request is annexed hereto and incorporated 
herein by reference; and  

WHEREAS, the Town Board has determined that there is a need to purchase two 
new 2016 Dodge Crew Cab Trucks and one new 2016 Dodge 3500 Pick Up Plow Truck for 
road maintenance; and  

WHEREAS, Section 103(16) of the General Municipal Law exempts from 
competitive bidding purchase contracts for apparatus, materials, equipment and supplies, 

through the use of contracts let by the United States or any agency thereof, any state or any other 

political subdivision or district 

WHEREAS, in accordance with the Town’s Procurement Policy and the General 
Municipal Law, the Town Board wishes to authorize the Highway Department’s purchase of 
the two (2) Crew Cab trucks for a price not to exceed $56,699 ($28,349.50 each) and one 
2016 Dodge 3500 Pick Up/Plow Truck for a price not to exceed $33,545.50, for a total for 
all three Trucks in the amount of  $90,244.50 through a contract awarded by the County of 
Onondaga to Robert Green Chevrolet  pursuant to Contract #RFB-7974;    

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent 
hereby authorizes and approves the purchase of the Trucks from Robert Green Chevrolet 
pursuant to the contract awarded by the County of Onondaga at a cost not to exceed 
$90,244.50;  and
